The three allied missions which the 
high commissioners have decided to 
send to Thrace to control it pending 
Turkish occupation will have respec- 
tive spheres of action as follows: 
French, Adrianople; Italian, Lule Bur- 
gas; British, Rodosto. Their duties 
will be to protect the inhabitants 
against excesses and safeguard the 
monuments. - 


TURK REPLY TO ALLIES

PARIS, Oct. 1—Immediate return 
of eastern Thrace to Turkey was de- 
manded by the Angora government to- 
day in acknowledgment of the allied 
peace proposal of Sept. 23. 

The Turkish Natjonalists further 
proposed that allie@ and Turkish gen- 
erals meet at Mudania on Tuesday af- 
ternoon to aprange details of the Greek 
evacuation’ of Thrace and, according 
to M pha Kemal’s statement to 
Frapklin Bouillon at Smyrna on Sat- 
upday, details of British évacuation of 
the neutral zones along the strait, 

“Orders have been given to halt’ im- 
Mediately our military operations 
which were developing without pause 
in the direction of Constantinople and 
Chanak in pursuit of the Greek arm- 
ies,’ Youssouf Kemal, the Angora for- 
eign minister, telegraphed to Premier 
Poincare today. 

Depend on French Envoy's Word. 

After citing the trust which Kemal 
places in the assurances given by M. 
Franklin Bouillon, the special French 
envoy, that the allies will agree to a 
just peace, the note continues: 

“ However, as the occupation and ad- 
ministration of Thrace by the Greek 
army for even one day would be a 
source of danger at all times and cause 
grief to the Turkish people, it is in- 
dispensable to evacuate immediately 
and return without delay to the grand 
assembly of Turkey all of Thrace to 
west of the Maritza river, incliding 
Adrianople. : 

“A meeting of the generals at Mu- 
dania has been proposed for Tuesday, 
and Gen. Ismet Pasha, commanding 
the Turkish armies on the western 
front, has been named to represent us.” 

Kemal to Demand British Retreat. 

This official reply of the Angora gov- 
ernment deos not mention the British 
occupation in the neutral zone along 
the straits, thus giving Great Britain 
ali the cayds at the peace conference. 

Mustapha Kemal] Pasha, the Turkish 
commander in chief, informed M. 
Franklin. Bouillon at Smyrna, however, 
that his chief demand at the Mudania 
conference would bg the British with- 
drawal from the Chanak and Ismid 
zones, and he said he would not discuss 
peace until this evacuation was carried 
out. This report from M. Bouillon was 
just being forwarded from Rome to 
London when the official reply was re- 
ceived at Quai d’Orsay. It is considered 
of equal importance, 

The sudden appearance of former 
Premier Venizelos in the diplomatic | 
game and the continuous dispatch of 
Greek troops to Thrace is credited in 
Paris with the speeding up of. the 
official Turkish reply.

SMYRNA, Sept. 30.—[By Courier to 
Athens, Oct. 1.]—About 70,006 @urkish 
Nationalist fighting men, in addition to 
supply services and gther noncom- 
batants, are awaiting the outeome of 
negotiations between Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha and the British military leaders 
before launching themselves in a last 
venture to. win back Constantinople 
and the Eutopean provinces of Turkey. 

It isnot a large army, but one 
ideally suited for the sort of combat 
which it may have to face. E:ncour- 
aged by the victorious offensive, the 
army is waiting for the word to give 
battle to Great Britain. Probably 
40,000 fighting men are ready on the 
Chanak and Ismid fronts, with every 
other available unit being rushed 
northward as reinforcements. 


Kemal Wants Peace. 

Kemal does not want to fight. He is 
|ready for a conference, for he realizes 
the size of the job he will take, if he 
is forced to’carry through his project 
at the point of a bayonet rather than 
by diplomacy. His recent interview 
granted THe Trieunz clearly indicated 
hig position. While it was given a 
few hourss before the arrival of the 
allied note suggesting peace on the 
basis of an allied, or league of nations’ 
garrison for Gallipoli, it represents 
fairly the ehief points of his answer 
to the allies, which was drafted héte 
today, 

Kemal will not admit foreign troops 
on Turkish soil, He deems a treaty 
guarantee of the freedom of the straits, 
together with complete demilitariza- 
tion sufficient. He asks no more than 
a treaty guarantee for the safety of 
Constantinople. However, I do not 
believe he will let these desires stand 
in the way at a conference table, for 
all he really wants is the freedom of 
the Dardanelles and the safety of his 
capital. 

If he is reasonably certain after the 
preliminary meeting at Mudania Tues- 
day that the British will not throw 
large bodies of troops into the battle 
region during the progress of negotia- 
tiohs, he will agree to an immediate 
efficlave, probably at Venice, to decide 
the terms of peace with the Greeks 
and the futre relations with Great 
Britain and France in the near east. 


Climax of Active Career. 

Mustapha Kemal Pasha, although 41 
years old, has achieved a military dis- 
tinction which many men his senior 
might envy. He was educated under a 
Turkish staff in the college of Con- 
stantinople—at that time under Ger- 
man influence. He was a junior officer 
at the time of the young Turk_rebel- 
lion, He had also studied both in Ger-’ 
many and France for short periods 
after his graduation. ~ 

Kemal first gained distinction during 
the revolution, during which he agso- 
ciated himself with Enver Taalat 
Jemal. He attained the rank of colonel 
in the new Turkish army, which he 
held at the outbreak of the great 
war. His military ability already was 
recognized by his superiors, who saw 
in him a dangerous rival of the trium- 
virate then controlling the Turkish 
affairs, and he was assigned to Galli- 
poli in the hopes that the campaign 
would break him. 
But Enver Taalat Jemal reckoned 
without his host. When Kemal re- 
turned to Constantinople after the 
Gallipoli campaign his reputation was 
established. From that moment he be- 
came an object of hatred and to him 
were assigned most difficult tasks, in- 
cluding most of the seemingly lost 
causes of the Turkish army in the 
field. From them all he emerged tri- 
umphant at the end of the war, and he” 
fought his way to the rank of general. 

Looks for New Field. 

Immediately after the armistice the 
young man began looking for a more 
promising career than the military.

Rough and Ready Troops. 

Their uniforms are not of the smiart- 
est, but they are hardy, sun tanned, 
wind bitten troops who look capable 
of standing hardships that: would tear 
an European army wide open. What 
they lack in uniform is made up in 
equipm®nt. Many of Kemal’s men 
have the conventional olive drab, much 
like the Americans, with high collars, 
but there are also unusual departures 
to chic uniforms of blue denim in 
homespun and in drab with blouses 
and French blue trousers. 


There are picturesque Lazis from the 
distant eastern provinces, garbed en- 
tirely in black. They have tight 
blouses and trousers with skin tight 
pants with baggy seat, black leather 
puttees, and soft leather mocassins. 
Capping it all they wear a biack tur- 
ban wound tightly around their heads. 
much like a modern flapper winds a 
motor veil. Ammunition belts encircle 
their waists and pass over both shoul- 
ders, loading them down with ca;t- 


poignard and often with the ultra mod- 
ern potato masher German grenade. 


Arabs and Kurds. 


There are Arab troops from the 
southern provinces—city dwellers, not 
nomads—in conventional olive drab or 
homespun, with stout boots and a ber- 
nouse thrown over their heads. 

There are Kurds, many in gray civil- 
jan coats, breeches and black boots 
with a gay kerchief tied around their 
heads. Most of them carry a knife as 
well as rifie and bayonet. All Turkish 
troops are great fighters with cold 
steel. It was this more than any other 
thing that routed the Greeks at Aflum 
Karahisear. 

The officers for the most part are 
uniformed in olive drab with high col- 
lars, much like the American dress. 
Their markings are worn on tabs on 
the collar ends. They are topped with 
a black brimless cap of lambskin, 
known as a kalpac, or vizorless felt 
cap. 

In equipment the Kemalist troops 
leave little to be desired. Their arms 
are most modern and they seem to 
have large supplies of ammunition. 
The rifies are mostly French, although 
one finds here and there a unit with 
German or Austrian rifies and bay- 
onets. I remember one soldier who 
wore an American doughboys’ uniform, 
carried a Greek rifle, and wore French 
boots and puttees. With every cavalry 
unit is a battery of mountain artillery 
or Hotchkiss guns carried by myles. 
An unusually large proportion of auto- 
matic rifies are among the cavalry, a 
larger . percentage than among the 
infantry. 


Kemal’s Artillery a Surprise. 


One of the surprises of the campaign 
was the number of batteries Kemal 
swung into action at Aflum Karahissar 
and his abundance of ammunition. He 
probably boasted 300 guns when the of- 
fensive began. He captured at least

The British continue to pour soldiers, 
sailors, marines, artillery, munitic¢hs, 
and supplies into this bridgehead of 
the Dardanelles. They are solidifying 
fortifications, strengthening entrench- 
ments, laying miles of barbed wire, 
emplacing new and bigger batteries, 


and registering on defiles in the hills 
through which the Turks must pass. 
Airplanes are taking off the deck of 
the giant plane’ carrier Argus, a flat 
decked ship resembling a colossal hulk 
across the straits on the Gallipoli side. 
They are flying over the region and 
reporting that every Turk detachment 
sighted is mounted. There is no in- 
fantry, no artillery, few machine guns, 
and no transports or other equipment. 
A glance at the map will show why 
Great Britain is so anxious to hold 
Chanak open. Whatever nation mans 
the batteries emplaced at Chanak, dom- 
inating the narrowest portion of the 
straits, which is less than two miles 
wide here, commands the Dardanelles, 
Constantinople, and the Black sea, and 
holds: the front door key to Roumania 
and Russia. 
Barbed Wires Protect British. 


Chanak is surrounded by water. 
Slight growths cover the foreground, 
but a couple of miles inland the plain 
becomes a desert, small bushes and 
bowlders affording the only shelter. 
The gravel bed of a stream crossing 
the desert circles the town and empties 
into the dismantied Turkish fort at the 
west end of Chanak. Plenty of barbed 
wire has been strung along both 
banks and back alowg the road over 
the hill facing the straits at the east 
end of the town. 

One mile beyond is the first line 
“front,”’ consisting of a line of fox 
holes, interspersed with machine guns.

The Illinois Central System is facing the problem of providing coal cars for 
transporting fall and winter bituminous coal ‘supplies from the mines to its patrons.. 
Ordinarily this task 1s performed partly during the summer, before the heavy traffic 
occasioned by the movement of the crops begins. Owing to the miners’ strike in the 
bituminous coal fields, which continued for nearly five months, from Apri® 1 to 
August 22, the heavy movement of coal and the movement of the crops come at the 
same time this fall. s 

During the miners’ strike the side tracks of the railroads were crowded with 
many thousands of idle coal cars. Reserve supplies of coal were exhausted, and all 
coal bins are now practically empty. Every informed person will appreciate that no 
railway system could keep itself adequately equipped to.meet sucha situation as this. 
However, the Illinois Central System organization is proceeding to the task of mov- 
ing as many tons of coal from the mines to dealers, consumers and industries as it is 
humanly possible to move with its facilities. 

By the prompt loading and unloading of cars and by direct billing of cars to 
avoid delays occasioned by reconsignment, coal mine operators, coal dealers and coal 
consumers can aid materially in accelerating the coal movement. With the people 
demanding coal to keep them warm and prevent suffering this winter and with indus- 
tries demanding coal to keep up production, thus avoiding unetpployment, every per- 
son should. constitute himself or herself a committee of one to see that no coal car 
is delayed for even one unnecessary hour. 

We appeal to coal mine operators, coal dealers and coal consumers to co-operate 
with this Company in preventing unnecessary delay in the loading and unloading of 
goal cars. “We believe that the prompt movement of coal cars has never been so 
necessary as it is at this time. We also believe that, if we receive 100 per cent 
co-operation from coal mine operators, coal dealers and coal consumers in the prompt 
loading and unloading of coal cars, no one dependent upon the Illinois Central System 
for transportation will suffer from cold this winter. 

About 75 per cent of the bituminous coal loaded on the Llinois Central System 
rails-is unloaded at destinations on other lines. Therefore, one of our problems is to 
get cars unloaded promptly on our connecting lines and returned to us for quick 
delivery to the mines. In this we need and ask the greatest co-operation even of 
those whom we do not directly serve. 7 

The Illinois Central System owns 30,667 open top cars suitable for coal loading. 
To this number should be added 5,000 new coal cars which we have recently pur- 
chased. Iwo thousand of these cars are now being delivered, and delivery of the 
remaining 3,000 has been promised in November in time to take part in the heavy 
coal traffic this fall. 

One of the responsibilities devolving upon a railway system is that of con- 
stantly adding to its equipment in order to discharge faithfully its duty to its patrons. 
In addition to the 5,000 new coal cars which we are adding to those already owned, 
we are this month receiving deliveries of sixty-five new locomotives which were or- 
dered last July. 

The aggregate cost of cars and locomotives bought by the Illinois Central 
System this year amounts to more than $14,000,000. Yet, in spite of this and the 
further fact that this railway system has expended more than. $180,000,000 for enlarge- 
ments and improvements to its property in the last twelve years, its capacity for 
serving its patrons this fall and winter may be inadequate. . 

We ask our patrons to consider carefully all of the obstacles which have con- 
fronted us and the other railroads before framing an opinion in regard ‘to why the 
capacity of the railroads is sometimes mot. equal to demands.

Automobile foot is caused, declared 
Dr. Cross, by the driver holding the 
foot for prolonged periods on the ac- 
celerator button. The lesion thus 


former is usually located at the sec- 
ond toe. The motorist may feel dis- 
tress in his foot long before he knows 
what is the matter with him. Sensa- 
tions of pain occur across the ball of 
the foot, alternately increasing and 
decreasing until it attracts alarm. 
“Wearing pointed shoes,”. declared 
the physician, “ causes the bones in the 
foot to fold over each other. In this 
weakened condition a sudden, forceful 
pushing of the clutch pedal with the 
left, or a similar application of the 
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right to the foot brake, may be the 
first cause of automobile foot.’ 

“Limousine foot” is something en- 
tirely different, Dr. Cross said. It is 
caused either by not enough use of 
the feet in walking ‘or by an overex- 
ertion in walking. Symptoms are dis- 
tressing, he maintained, being of all 
degrees, frem a feeling that one’s 
shoes are too short to inflammation 
and swelling of the anterior portion of 
the feet.

However, he says, the Polish churches 
in parts of Russia have begun con- 
ducting Roman Catholic services in the 
Russian language for the first time, 
attracting numerous cor.verts.

The interral revenue report 
shows there were only seventy persons 
in the whole nation in that year who 
reported incomes between $400,000 and 
$500,000 each. 

Then, to indicate how comparatively 
few these seventy are, the report says 
that they comprise only one-thousandth 
part of one per cent of the total who 
made returns. The fact is that these 
seventy are even a smaller part, but 
the above is the government figure. 

Lynch, Lyons, Merigold and Waller 
received in fees more than $540,000 
each. The government reports say 
that there were ninety-eight persong in 
1920 with incomes between $500,000 and | 
$750,000. This is computed by the in- 
ternal revenue bureau to be thirteen- 
ten thousandths parts of one per cent 
of those who filed returns.

TRANSPORTATION PLANS. 

Two developments of the last week should give 
Chicagoans a genuine thrill, and inspire new hope 
and active energy for the creation of a greater 
city. They are, respectively, the announcement of 
the All-Chicago council’s plan for immediate con- 
struction of a subway with attendant extensions 
of elevated and surface lines, and the announce- 
ment by John Hertz that the first steps have been 
taken to provide this city with the finest and most 
comprehensive bus transportation in the world. 

Both the bus and the subway plans are a sane 
and logical development in the solution of the 
greatest single problem confronting any great 
city—the problem of transportation. Arguments 
in favor of the busses are innumerable. Under the 
direction of the president of the Yellow Cab com- 
pagy, with the experience and reputation for able 
management and good service which that carries, 
these arguments are irrefutable. When it comes it 
will first of all mean an immediate reduction of 
congestion on all existing lines of transportation. 
That alone is sufficient to justify it. But even 
greater benefits will accrue. 

Busses are a mobile form of transportation. If 
one is halted at a corner only thirty persons are 
halted, while if a surface car is halted a hundred 
persons are delayed, and other hundreds perhaps 
piled up behind them in other waiting cars. But 
with busses the rear vehicles can swing around 
and pass the obstruction and continue on their 
journeys. ‘Temporary street obstructions can be 
avoided as easily, where with street cars, restricted 
to tracks, they cause delays of from minutes to 
hours. If the proposed bus system isgextended as 
planned to all boulevards, it will, in addition, offer 
the advantages of pleasant routes to riders. They 
will thus prove a boon to residents of the city 
and an attraction of importance to visitors. Per- 
sons willing to pay 10 cents for these advantages 
will be drawn from crowded “L”"’ and surface cars, 
allowing greater comfort for regular passengers 
on such lines. It is a happy outlook. 

' Of equal or perhaps greater potential importance 
is the plan for construction of a subway. To be 
sure, it is limited—from 18th street to North 
avenue. But it is a start. and the advantages 
of speed, and removal of traffic from crowded 
streets, will soon result in effective demand for 
extensions. The advantages of a subway are 


obvious. Proposed extensions of elevated lines 
under the plan promise advantages which also 


are obvious. The structure is ugly and noisy, but 
these evils can be overcome by modern engineering. 
It has proved safe, comparatively rapid, and in no 
way interferes with ordinary surface traffic. The 
elevated lines have accomplished much in the ex- 
pansion of Chicago. They can accomplish more. 
Less obvious are the advantages of the proposed 
extensions of surface lines, but probably even they 
will help in the development of outlying sections. 
Altogether the program of the 10) business or- 
ganizations represented in the All-Chicago council 
seems sane, reasonable, constructive, and promis- 


ing. It should not be defeated by politicians and 


obstructionists. It may have faults, but they are 
overwhelmed by the great advantages which it 
offers to Chicago. Without some such develop- 
ment this city has almost reached the limit of its 
growth. With the development and expansion of 
rapid transportation there can be no limit. 

It remains to be financed, but it is worth finan- 
cing. The Herts bus plan has the advantage of 
already being financed. It can begin the relief of 
transportation congestion within a few months. 
In the two proposals, therefore, we see hope of 
immediate relief and eventuai solution of present 
traction terrors. Let's go. 


OUR NATIONAL WEAKNESS. 


The embarrassment to American foreign policy 
from our large foreign born populations is tolerably 
apparent. Recently the Italian ambassador 
stumped the country to rally his fellow natives 
for a tariff favorable to Italy. More recently an 
organized effort was started to solidify the Polish 
vote. 

German activities during the war and Irish 
efforts prior to the coming of the Irish Free State 
and the consequent division in Ireland are well 
known. ” 

Not ~> well known, nor so fully appreciated, are 
the activities of those Americans who, frequently, 
of lang American ancestry, have lost touch with 
American life and are now thinking in terms of 
foreign aristocracy. This new kind of hyphenate 
comes almost entirely from the rich of inherited 
wealth. | 

America having furnished them affluence and 
such social and other prominence as money affords, 
and euch artistic and cultural opportunities as it 
possesses, loses its charm. Impelied, perhaps, by a 
degeneration of the pioneer’s instinct for new lands 
io conquer or new methods of self-improvement, ' 
these expatriates leave their financial roots in 
American soil and travel overseas to flower in a 
more acceptable atmosphere. 

They accept as a matter of course the European 
social system and take their place contentedly at 
the foot of the ladder of aristocracy, and convey to 
the foreign mind the belief that America is a nation 
of inferiors. At home they are financially impor- 
tant, They retain prominent lawyers and employ

recently shown by the “snob law” passed by the 
present congress. Under the provisions of this 
measure an American woman having taken her 
American fortune to a European husband may 
still retain her citizenship and, if need be, vote in 
an American election for the interest of her new 
land. , 

The ex-Americans, as in the case of Lady Astor, 
carry great influence with the snobbishly inclined 
at home and become leaders of such movements 
as the cancellation of European debts and other 
efforts to subordinate America to foreign nations. 

They find our diplomatic service an attractive 
occupation, and although charged with representing 
American interests in foreign capitals, too often 
use their official positions to urge the cause of the 
power to which they are accredited. 

The memoirs of the late Walter Hines Page 
furnish a complete if unconscious confession of an 
4merican ambaasgador in the leading strings of a 
foreign country. Another ambassador refused to 
execute the requests of the American army in the 
world war because he deemed them disrespectful 
of the country to which he was accredited. 

So thoroughly was the European man imbued 
with the secondary position adopted by America 
and Americans in world intercourse that it was a 
painful surprise to find Gens. Pershing and Dawes, 
unpolished middle westerners, exert at times a 
positive dominance in allied councils, while Admiral 
Bristol, American high commissioner in the near 
east, is said to have been the cause of diplomatic 
protests because he, too, has asserted national] 
equality. 

Nationalization is the great work for our genera- 
tion. We must nationalize our immigrants. We 
must nationalize all too many of our citizens. We 
must nationalize our state department. 

When these things have been done the country 
can, if need be, enter more actively into world 
affairs. But to attempt this under present circum- 


stances will mean not only to increase discord at) 


home but to accept a status of national inferiority 
which can be neither jn the interest of the United 
States nor of mankind. 

Pending nationalization, we must keep hands off 
Europe and back up our senators in their defeat by 
unequal treaties negotiated by foreign controlled 
negotiators. 


IS IT TO BE A NATIONAL 
SCANDAL? 


Unless there is prompt and honest reconsidera- 
tion, national scandal is going to come out of the 
dubious proceedings which resulted in the shelving 
of the attempt to compel the five $3,000,000 experts 
to pay an income tax on their huge fees from the 
city. 

The facts thus far disclosed are more than 
enough to make that clear, and we invite the atten- 
tion not merely of Mr. Blair, head of the income 
tax division, but of Mr. Secretary Mellon. As Mr. 
Hewitt points out in his dispatch, published in THE 
TRIBUNE, the decision of the bureau will apply not 
merely to the case of the Chicago experts, but can 
be made a basis for evasion of by the favorites 
of political machines throughout the country. The 
decision violates common sense, and, we are confi- 
dent, cannot be sustained in law or fact. To hold 
that men who each draw about $600,000 in one year 
from the city till are city employés like the salaried 
men of regular employment, such as the mayor— 
who gets $18,000 for a year’s service—is preposter- 
ous. Legal technicality could not produce a more 
grotesque conclusion. 

The official legal opinion, as first delivered, was 
in conformity with reason and the facts. Between 
that deliverance and the second, which paralyzed 
the proceedings in Chicago, what took place? 

The solicitor of the bureau who reversed the 
original decision has informed Mr. Hewitt that the 
experts had appeared before him and told him they 
were willing he should see their books. He says 
his office had seen them and was satisfied. He and 
his office are easily satisfied. Why? Why are the 


nized as defrauders of the city of Chicago, accepted 
at face value and findings of the collector and of 
the United States district attorney at Chicago sum- 
marily disregarded? Why is Judge Landis’ decision 
that these $600,000 gentlemen must answer for 
contempt set at naught by a mere subordinate? 

The solicitor asserts that he believes they have 
taken every precaution to get the facts. The only 
facts that he could have had before him were the 
facts adduced by the grafters themselves. We sug- 
gest that higher authority review an investigation 
which brought forth the extraordinary reversal of 
the department’s decision upon such evidence. Per- 
haps the official has been deceived. If so, it is 
either because he has been unduly credulous or 
because he has been subjected to pressure. 

In either case, the situation wants clarification 
at once for the sake of the credit of the department 
and the administration.

THE SHY SKEETER’S BITE. 
ENGUE is reported to be making 
longer excursions northward this 
year than ever before. Since it is 
of interest to a considerable num- 

ber of our people, and may be of in- 

terest to still more, it is thought best 
to write this article. 

Within a century the disease has ex- 

tended as far north as Philadelphia, and 

‘the mosquito which spreads it is found 

at times well north of the Ohio river. 

in the Mississippi valley; therefore, a 

good part of this country cannot consider 

itself as absolutely free from danger of 
dengue. 

The disease starts very abruptly with 
a chill, dizziness, headache, general ach- 
ing and fever. Its onset, like that of 
malaria, can be set to the hour or the 
minute. There follow about four days 
of fever and interfse general aching. Sur- 
geon General Stitt says that pain in 
back of the eyes, made worse by roll- 
ing the eyes around, is a most suggestive 


| symptom of dengue.

Another characteristic of dengue is a 
| pulse that is much slower than the fever 
| calls for. At the end of four or five 
|days the fever falls, the pains and ach- 
ings disappear, and the patient . feels 
that he is about to get well. 

‘But the respite is short. Again the 
fever comes up, the backbone pains re- 
sume, and the discomfort is quite as 
high as during the. first stretch. This 
peculiarity of dengue Stitt calls the “ sad- 
dleback.”’ 

Towards the end of the attack an erup- 
tion, somewhat’ similar in appearance 
to measles, shows itself, first in the toes 
and fingers, and then more generally. 

Finally, the fever and the achings go 
and the patient is left, sweating, com- 
fortable, easy, but strangely weak and 
tuckered out. 

Dengue is spread by mosquitoes. I 
think Stitt has shown that it is spread 
alone by mosquitoes. It seems fairly 
certain that it is spread only by a mem- 
ber of the Stegomyia family of mosqui- 
toes. This mosquito is a day biter. It 
is timid, fearful and a general sneak. 
It approaches a man from behind, or 
slips up in the shade, gives no warning 
by singing. and when possible crawls 
up the trouser leg or into some other 
hidden region before biting.

Is it any wonder that. some people say 
dengue cannot be mosquito borne, be- 
cause no mosquitoes dre in evidence? 
This mosquito breeds in or near houses 
in small receptacles containing clear 
water. ‘ 

Among favorite breeding places are 
water coolers, water buckets, toilet tanks 
and cans of water. It does not like to 
_leave, or, at’ least, to go far from the 
| house where it was hatched. 

The instructive behavior of the mos- 
quitoes makes it rather easy to control 
them, as was the case with yellow fever

The modern flat renter is a stranger in a strange land. 
He lives in a detached world, so he imagines. Like 
the astute ostrich that hides from its pursuers by 
burying its head in the sand, he argues that what one 
doesn’t know doesn’t hurt one. So he succeeds in 
living in one apartment for years oblivious to the 
facts that his f tenant across the hall is a rum- 
runner and the family upstairs dodge their bills. 


Just the same, the world has him classified, cataloged 
and card-indexed. The world judges him by its own 
standards, regardless of who or what he actually is. 
Those standards are based upon universal acceptance 
of the belief that “birds of a feather flock “ea 
Nine times.out of ten it is a safe criterion. the 
world is satisfied if its judgment is correct nine times 
in ten. 


It is most natural instinct for a person to want to 
know his neighbors. That fact alone convicts the flat- 
renter on the score of leading an unnatural life. 


People who live in the better districts are to 
know their neighbors. They are the kind of folks 
who are constamtly seeking the acquaintanceship of 
people who are as well or better educated than 
themselves, who are their equals in culture, whose 
tastes run in the same general direction as theirs. 
When a family doesn’t know its neighbors, they are 
out of place. Either they must apologize for the 
neighborhood or the neighborhood for them. 


Nor does the home-owner always know who his 
neighbors are—especially if he has purchased in a 
district or an ordinary subdivision that is lacking in 
restrictions. The neighborhood may be alright y> 
all wrong tomorrow. Almost overnight these thin 
have happened. Vite and commercialism look wi 
envious eye upon the strongholds of well-to-do 


respec- 
tability in the better home sections, and if the prop< 


erty is not protected by an invunerable wall of re- 
strictions, they will successfully invade it in time. 
Other forces are striving e y hard to tear down 
the social dead-line. A family, owners of a fine boule- 
vard home, recently went on a three months’ trip to 
Euro On their return, they found an undertaking 
eetablishment occupying the fine old residence to the 
immediate north of them and a clairvoyant living next 
door to them on the south. 

What security have you—living in an unrestricted 
district, as you are—that the same, or worse, will not 
happen to the property you call your home?

What security has any property owner, for that 


‘matter? 


There are two factors of security for him: 

The first is the legal phase—the protection of drastic 
restrictions, running over the maximum legal period 
of twenty years; restrictions as to the cost of and kind 
of homes, the exclusion of business ho and apart- 
ments except on certain streets of a gi district, 
arbitrary location of the building line, and estab- 
lishment of exceptions among those to whom title to 
the property can legaJly pass. 

By all means, demand such restrictions in the dia- 
trict where you purchase land for your future home. 


Restrictions are recognized by law and are binding. - 


They can only be instituted in an undeveloped tract. 
The realtor establishes them when he develops a new 
tract, and before parceling it out to the retail pur- 
chasers. Such restrictions as he sees fit to impose on 
the buyers (for their own protection in the ownership 
of the property), he makes a part of each contract 
with each purchaser on every lot and parcel sold. 

But if the parcel which he is retailing comprises 
merely an acre or two, or three, the restrictions which 
he places on it are of little avail, for there is no such 
saf to the unrestricted property surrounding 


and adjoining his. The size of a fine home district. 


or residence park is, therefore, the essence of the 
value of the restrictions Which apply to it. 


“Restrictions” alone are not sufficient, however. Re 
strictions cannot shut out socially undesirable people 


‘except in the establishment of the color line. And 


yet the purchaser of fine property should have somb 
guarantee against indiscriminate neighbors. 


The price paid for his lot is the second and final se- 
curity afforded the homesite purchaser. The rail- 
roads must carry every passenger who presents him- 
self with a valid ticket of travel—the immigrant, as 
well. as the millionaire. But it supplies a selective 
service for such as desire it by carrying Pullmans 
where, in consideration of the price, those who are 
particular may ride. 
The price of a thing regulates its constituency. Stein- 
way pianos are found only in discriminating homes. 
Illiterate persons seldom own Rolls-Royce cars. The 
rabble do not occupy the orchestra seats at the 
theater. Unkempt persons seldom sit in the Pull- 
mans.

High-priced residence property is its own justifica- 
tion. That is to say, ite high cost is incidental to its 
desirability. The holder of that property cannot 
establish that price. Only the public can. What the 
public will give for it is its true value. 


The point is that the purchaser, in appraising and 
contracting for a fine home-site, should not be in- 
fluenced favorably merely because the price is high. 
But he should most ietihathonliy make up his mind 
to pay the seemingly high price of fine property, be- 
cause it is the most economical in the end. It costs 
Just a’ much to build a $20,000 home on a $2,000 
site as it does on a $10,000 site. But when property 
values strike their future level, six or eight years 
hence, the $20,000 home on the $10,000 site will be 
twice as good an investment as the $20,000 home on 
the $2,000 site; and for very obvious reasons.

He also quoted Charles G. Dawes as 
faying that branch banking is wrong 
“because it proceeds from the top 
down instead of from the bottom up.” 

“The branch banking system takes 
away the benefit of having a bank un- 
der local control to build up local in- 
dustries,” he said, pointing out that 
Vancouver and Victoria had no local 
banks, but only branches of big city 
banks. He attributed the greater 
growth of Portland and Seattle, cities 
with practically the same natural ad- 
vantages of the Canadian cities, large- 
ly to their local ownership of strong 
national and state banks.

Lake Freight Advanced.

lake port of Buffalo has advanced from 
2.to 5c per bu. This increase is the 
measure of the vessel owners’ appre- 
hension that the grain filled elevators 
of Buffalo cannot discharge the lake 
carriers on arrival and that the carrier 
will lose its earnings by lying in the 
port of Buffalo with undischarged grain, 
because the railroads east of Buffalo do 
not relieve the elevators of their accum- 
lation there. The same condition ex- 
ists between Chicago and Omaha and 
other western markets.

The sum total of all these factors 
with relation to the wheat, corn, and 
oats marketed by the farmers in the 
west may be fairly rated as bc to 10c 
lower than the present market would 
justify if supplied with liquid and ade- 
quate transportation. If Nebraska 
raises 500,000,000 bu of grain, and if this 
condition should maintain throughout 
the crop yedr, it would mean that farm- 
ers there would be deprived of $25,000,- 
000 to $50,000,000 of possible earnings 
on their grain crop, and I do not need to 
point out what $25,000,000 to $50,000,000 
enlarged spending power of the farmers 
would mean to other industries as well. 

“In this whole situation we see the 
evil reflected to the’ farmers of the west 
and on this one commodity of grain 
alone arising out of inadequate trans- 
portation. 

“It is clear that for the latter the un- 
wise government policy of the last two 
years may fairly be judged to blame. 
The unfair and unwise restriction of 
railréad opportunity for proper earnings 
dried up the sources of their credit and 
‘gave them operating deficiencies instead 
of surpluses. Therefore, from neither 
source was poSsible the means of re- 
plenishing and enlarging railroad equip- 
ment, for the lack of which we now suf- 
fer to this tremendous extent. Organ- 

ized business must play its part in find- 
ing the solution of this menace of trade 
suspension or interruption.”
